Claim 9 (Currently amended): A cartridge for various wid e stapl e s us e d in said a 
hammer-type stapler with cartridg e could load various siz e stapl e s comprising: 

a pair of two identical, upp e r and lower substantially congruent staple containers, 
consisting essentially of an upper staple container and a lower staple container, each of 
said substantially congruent staple containers formed opposit e with an upper top surface 
and a lower top surface respectively and contiguously positioned in symmetric opposition 
to each other, ; and A 

a staple pusher mounted therein^ ; 
wherein each of said pair of substantially congruent staple containers comprises: 
; said stapl e contain e rs including 

a pair of parallel tracks protrud e d fixedly mounted on and protruding from 
eaeh opposit e an inner aspect of said upper and lower top s urfac e therei n surfaces and 
thus defining therethrough an E-shaped groove , and ; a stapl e pu s h e r slidably mount e d 
on said tracks for pushing a plurality of staples loaded th e r e on onto said pair of parallel 
tracks on which the staple pusher is mounted for biasing and advancing said staples 
toward a staple-outlet end of the staple container , said staple pusher having including a

Claim 10 (Currently amended): A cartridge for variou s wid e stapl e s us e d in said 
hamm e r typ e stapl e r with cartridge as claimed in claim 9, wherein said hammer-type 
stapler with cartridg e has a cartridge matching unit that includes as a concave groove 
formed on said a front wall of said a hammer casings with said groove having a thickness 
thereof about e qual e d substantially equal to a thickness of said metal covering for 
matching twe adapting said ends of said the cartridge for various wid e to accommodate 
staples of various predetermined widths^ wh e r e by could lat e rally fix said cartridg e for 
various wid e stapl e s and let so that the driving unit smoothly move moves smoothly m 
when in juxtaposition with said metal covering. 
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Claim 11 (Currently amended): A cartridge for various wid e stapl e s used in said 
hamm e r - typ e stapl e r with cartridg e as claimed in claim 9, wherein said hammer-type 
stapler with cartridg e has a cartridge holder including comprising: 

a holding flange that protrudes horizontally protrud e d from a bottom thereof; ; 

a penetrating hole formed therein; te^ and A 

a sliding groove crosscutting therein and vertical to said penetrating hole; 
wherein said holding flange could be consists essentially of a thin slice of metal 
affix e d on fixedly attached to a bottom of said cartridge holder for holding retaining said 
cartridge. 
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
